I  have  tlie  Imnonr  to  pia'sent  for  yimr  considoratioii  my 
'rwontietli  Annual  Keport  on  the  health  and  the  sanitary  condition  of 
yonr  District  dnriniir  the  past  year,  1901. 

'I'ho  l!e[)ort  is  of  a  favonrahle  character,  as  1  have  ai^'ain  to  I'ecord 
a  low  death  rate,  a  low  I'ate  of  infantile  mortality,  a  moderate 
incidence  of  infections  disease,  and  a  stead\'  jiro^ress  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District. 

The  number  of  houses  and  of  the  population  continue  to  increase, 
thong'll  not  (piite  so  i-apidly  ;  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  376.')  houses 
were  occupied,  an  increase  of  Ih'J  over  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  new  houses  certified  as  fit  for  habitation  was  318. 

The  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  was  estimated  at 
15,500,  an  increase  of  2000  over  last  year,  and  on  this  fipaire  all  the 
calculations  are  based.  In  1891  the  Census  tiuaires  were  :  Inhabited 
houses,  2075;  population,  11.485;  and  average  number  of  persons 
jier  house,  4'29. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  each  Ward  at  the  end  of  the 
year  were  :  North-West,  53!);  South-West,  709;  .North  liast,  102  1; 
South -Mast,  831. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  005  acres,  and  the  nundier  of  persons 
per  acre  25-0. 

'flic  wIkjIc  of  the  District  is  situated  on  a  thick  bed  of  the  boulder 
clay,  overlyiiijC  the  lower  perniian  sandstone.  On  the  surface  is  a 
layer  of  alluvium,  varying  from  four  to  twelve  inches  in  thickness. 

During  the  year  170  deaths  oeimi'refl  in  the  l)istriet,  which  is 
e(pnvalent  to  a  death-rate  of  lO'OO  per  thousand  of  tlu'  population. 
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l>uriiin'  tlie  Iasi  Llircc  years  this  rate  has  not  exceedeil  II  per 
thousand.  Last  year  it  was  10-59,  and  the  avera(,^e  for  the  past  ten 
years  11-55.  To  make  our  statistics  more  accurate  it  is  necessary  to 
add  to  these  the  deaths  of  twelve  residents  which  occurred  outside 
the  District,  chieily  in  Manchester  hospitals,  thus  making  the  total 
number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  182,  and  the  corrected 
death  rate  1 1 -74  per  thousand.  Of  these  deaths  93  were  males  and 
89  females. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  448 — males 
234,  females  214, — which  is  etpiivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  28-90  per 
thousand  of  the  po[)ulation.  This  i.s  the  lowest  rate  of  the  last  three 
years,  but  is  above  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years,  27-83.  'I4ie 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  or  the  natural  increase,  was  2t)li.  Of 
the  births  nine  were  illegitimate  ;  of  the  deatlis  one.

year  of  life  of  lOd  ])er  thousand.  'I’his  is  above  tlie  I’ates  of  the  last 
two  years,  bnt  is  l)elow  the  ax’erayo  for  the  [)ast  ten  years  of  IIS,  and 
also  those  of  the  eonnt  ry  'tem'rally,  as  sliown  in  Tables  hand  II. 
'Phis  rate  is  liable  to  Lfreat  variations,  but  it  indicates  a  satisfaetory 
eondition  and  care  ^mnerally  on  the  part  of  the  [)arents. 

Of  the  total  nnmber  of  ihaiths  they  formed  2G  per  cent,  almost 
the  same  as  the  last  two  years.

Of  children  under  live  years  of  age,  inclusive  of  those  mentioned 
in  the  last  table,  the  deaths  numbered  82,  which  is  eipial  to  a  rate  of 
5'1  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  to  41  per  cent  of  the  total 
deaths.  This  rate  is  higher  than  those  of  the  last  two  years,  -'M 
and  4d.

d’he  deaths  between  one  and  live  years  number  35,  which  is  a 
larger  number  than  usual,  and  the  deaths  from  almost  every  cause  are 
higiier  than  in  any  of  the  previous  four  years,  especially  from 
measles,  whooping  cough,  and  bronchitis  and  jmeuumnia.  This  is 
usually  the  period  of  iucideuee  of  the  two  infectious  diseases 
iueutioued,  and  the  practice  of  sending  such  young  children  to  school 
undoubtedly  increases  theii'  spi'ead  and  their  mortality,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  no  deaths  from  these  disetises  occurred  at  later  ages.

■Manchester  ('orporatiim  Act  of  1901,  with  res])ect  to  the  use  of 
Bagidey  Sanatorium  by  tins  Council,  to  the  advantage,  so  far  as 
charges  are  cemcerned,  of  the  Council. 

'I’lie  number  removed  forms  the  largest  jiroportion  of  cases 
hitherto  recorded,  and  in  the  next  table  is  shown  the  percentages  for 
the  last  six  years.

'I'he  increase  is  niai'l<('(l,  ami  is  an  indication  of  the  increased 
favour  with  wlncli  isolation  in  hospital  is  regarded  hy  the  parents. 
'I'he  care  and  attention  with  which  they  have  been  treate<l  lias  been 
iiratefnlly  acknowledged  in  many  instances,  and  especial  emphasis  has 
lieen  laid  on  the  kindness  of  the  stall’ and  the  sahilirity  of  the  hospital 
snrrmmdine's. 

All  the  cases  except  those  of  smallpox  have  been  removed  in  the 
brougham  ambulance  under  the  care  of  the  Inspector  or  his  assistant; 
those  removed  to  llyih’  were  movc'd  in  the  special  ambulance  provided 
I’rovision  for  tlmir  return  by  cab  at  the  Council’s  expense  has  worked 
satisfactorily. 

llejiorts  of  the  conditions  of  the  patients  have  been  received  each 
moi'iiing  with  but  a  few  exceptions  ;  visiting  was  greatly  restricted  to 
obviate  any  infection  from  smallpox. 

No  return  eases  were  noted  after  hospital  isolation,  and  this 
exemption  1  consider  due  to  the  extreme  eai’e  taken  by  the  .Medical 
Otiicer,  Dr.  'I'.  Hash  lUioiles,  in  all  cases  complicated  with  either  nose, 
throat,  or  eai'  atfections,  and  which  necessitated  a  prolonged  slay  in 
several  instances.  Instruclions  wert’ also  given  as  to  modilied  isolation 
for  a  shoi't  jitadod  after  return  from  hospital. 

'I’wo  deaths  occurreil  in  hospital,  om'  from  scai'let  fe\’(‘r  and  one  from 
diphtheria.  'I'he  percentage  of  (h'aths  in  hos[jital  is  the  same  as  that 
of  cases  removed. 
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Tn  all  the  eases  notified,  the  usual  ])roeedurc  was  carried  out  of 
visits  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  euejuirics  as  to  source  of  infection, 
means  lor  isolation,  school,  milk  supply,  and  inspection  for  any 
sanitary  defects.  An  imjiroveil  form  of  instructions  was  left  at  the 
house,  notices  were  sent  to  the  schools  and  laundries  affected,  disin¬ 
fectants  were  supplied,  and  disinfection  carried  out  hy  the  (Vinncil’s 
men.  The  tieddiug  and  clothing  infected  were  removed  to  the  steam 
disinfector  and  thoroughly  disinfected  hy  super  heated  steam  with 
satisfactory  results,  and  the  use  of  this  obviated  the  destruction  of 
clothing  even  in  cases  of  smallpox  ;  altogether  471  articles  were  thus 
disinfected  since  its  completion  in  July. 

The  bedding  van  which  has  recently  been  provided  for  removing 
infected  articles  serves  its  purpose  admirably,  and  has  been  very 
useful. 

In  addition  to  the  notifications,  I  received  information  occasionally 
from  the  schools  of  cases  of  measles  and  whoojiing  cough,  and  in  the 
next  table  is  shown  the  notifications  received  each  month,  and  the 
prevalence  of  the  various  infectious  diseases.

Smallpox.  After  an  intei'val  of  ueai'ly  eleven  mouths,  lids 
disease  ayain  a|)|)eared  in  the  District.  In  l’'ehrnai'y  information  was 
received  of  ]H’i’sons  who  had  heen  in  contact  with  I'ases,  and  tliese 
were  kept  under  ohservation,  hut  the  first  case  wasnotifii'd  on  .\pril 
oth.  .Mtoyether  five  eases  wi're  notilieil  in  five  houses.  .\ll  the 
cases  were  la'iuoved  to  ll\'(h'  Isolation  Hospital  for  Smallpox,  and  all 
recovered.

l•'our  cases  were'  adults,  and  one  was  a  child  ;  the  fmir  adults  h.-id 
been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  hut  had  not  heen  revaceinated.  'I'lie  type 
of  disease  was  mild,  and  the  eruption  discrete  with  few  jiocks,  and  ihe 
duration  of  the  actual  attack  was  short. 

The  child  had  not  licen  successfully  vaccinated.  The  attack  w.as 
extremely  severe,  the  erujition  conihiout,  with  many  [locks  close 
toyether,  and  the  duration  of  the  att:iek  proloiiyed.  Immediatelv 
after  notification  was  reeeivi'd,  the  ease  was  visited  and  removed  in  a 
few  hours  to  hosjiital  ;  the  inmates  of  the  hoiist'  and  other  cont;iets 
were  almost  all  re  vaccinated,  the  heddiny  and  clothiuy  were  taken  to 
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the  disinfector  and  stored  tlioronirhl y,  tlie  rooms  vvei'c  fumigated  with 
tormulin,  and  altei'wards  tlie  walls  were  stripped  and  the  ceilings 
scraped,  and  the  furniture  washed  with  a  disinfecting  solution  of  cor¬ 
rosive  suhlimate.  The  house  was  rovisiteil  |)eriodically  during  the 
next  fortnight,  and  the  contacts  kept  under  observation.  Owing,  I 
believe,  to  revaccinatioii  and  to  the  energetic  action  taken,  no  other 
cases  arose  from  these,  and  the  outbreak  was  limited  to  those  first 
attacked. 

Careful  iiapury  was  made  as  to  the  possible  origin  of  each  case,  hut 
no  source  of  infection  could  he  traced,  except  that  in  one  case  1  had 
reason  to  believe  another  inmate  had  i)assed  through  an  extremely 
mild  attack  unrecognised  even  by  his  medical  attendant. 

>Sevei-al  of  the  cases  were  so  slight  that  they  might  easily  have 
escaped  detection. 

Contacts  were  again  rei)orted  at  later  dates,  but  no  cases  developed 
from  them. 

It  is  necessary  still  to  insist  on  the  necessity  of  vaccination  and 
revaccination,  the  value  of  which  is  illustrated  i)y  our  experience  as 
recorded  above. 

Scarlet  Fever.  —During  the  year  35  cases  in  -'lO  houses  were 
notiiied;  in  1*8  houses  thei'e  was  one  case,  in  one  house  two,  and  in  one 
four  cases.  The  attacks  were  spread  over  the  year,  but  were  more 
freipient  in  the  latter  half,  and  the  cases  were  distributed  over  the 
District;  s(;uth-west  ward  having  the  largest  number,  11.  DJ  cases 
were  removed  from  15  lunises  to  Baguley  Sanatorium,  a  percentage  of 
5G  of  the  cases  notiiied,  the  largest  pi'oportion  hitherto  removed. 

No  fresh  case  occurred  in  any  house  after  removal,  nor  in  any  in 
which  the  patient  was  isolated  at  home,  but  one  undeteeted  case  gave 
I'ise  to  three  others,  d'he  attacks  were  mild  and  t)nly  one  death 
occurri'd,  in  hospital  ;  there  were  lu)  return  cases. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  cases  is  the  age  incidenee,  as  shown  in 
'I’able  XI.,  lb)  cases  being  over  5  years  of  age,  7  of  these  over  15  years. 
A  large  number  of  (.'ases  wei'e  of  young  people  at  w('rk,  who  ])i'oliably 
became  infected  either  at  woi'k  or  in  travelling,  ami  it  was  impossible 
in  most  cases  to  ascei'tain  the  source.

Tilt;  v.'iliK'  ol  liiispitiil  isdliitinii  lor  this  disease  lias  recent l_v  heeii 
called  into  i|nestiiin,  and  al.Mi  the  dangers  involved  in  the  a ee relation 
of  leases  in  hospital.  <lnr  e.xjierienee  ha.s  not  ln'cn  very  lai'ye,  and 
there  are  inaiiv  fallacies  to  1k'  oii;n-ded  attainst,  hill  so  lar  as  niy 
ohservation  and  jnde'ineiit  have  yone,  1  am  of  opinion  that,  while  cases 
can  he  etlieientlx'  isolated  al  home  under  favonrahle  cirenmstanees  ol 
ample  aecommodalion  and  small  families,  prompt  removal  and  isola¬ 
tion  in  hospital  materially  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  amoiie' 
the  laryer  families  in  small  houses  which  form  a  lar^te  proportion  of 
onr  population.  'I'lie  dangers  of  ayLti'eyation,  which  are  real  and 
recognised,  can,  1  believe,  he  ynarded  against,  and  have  been  practically 
absent  in  tmr  cases  at  llaynlcy. 

The  table  ladow  shows  the  pereeiitaee  of  cases  of  scarlet  level' 
removed  to  hospital  during  the  past  sewn  years.

Diphtheria. --10  cases  in  sewn  houses  were  notilied;  single  eases 
in  si,\  houses,  four  in  one  hmise.  In  li\'e  (  f  these  cases  a  bacteriological 
e.xam illation  was  made  ;  t  hree  gave  allirmat  i ve  results,  two  negative,  and 
these  were  (loiihtfnl  eases  ;  sewn  eases  from  four  houses  were  removed 
to  hospital  ;  two  deaths  onairred,  one  in  hospital,  one  in  the  district. 

A  niindii'r  of  snsnii'ioiis  easi-s  of  inllameil  throats  occiirri'd,  and  in 
10  cases  examination  was  made  with  negative  ri'snlls. 
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Ent6ric  FbvgP.  TIk'  incidence  of  tins  disease  has  heen  very 
slig'ht,  only  three  cases  in  three  houses  having  heen  notified,  one  (jf 
which  was  donl)tfnl  ;  two  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  ;  there  were 
no  deaths.  In  live  cases  altogether  hacteiaological  examinations  were 
made  ;  tw(j  gave  atlirmative,  three  negative  rcsnlts. 

Erysipelas. — 3  cases  were  notified  ;  there  were  no  deaths. 

Puerperal  Fever. — No  notifications  were  received. 

Measles.  'I’his  disease  hecamc  very  prevalent  for  a  time,  and 
assumed  the  dimensions  of  a  slight  epidemic  for  a  short  period. 
During  the  month  of  March  a  nnmher  of  cases  were  reported  to  me. 
In  A])ril  it  was  not  ([nite  so  prevalent,  hiit  duiing  May  and  June  the 
cases  were  very  numerous,  and  affected  the  attendance  in  the  infants’ 
departments  of  all  the  schools  in  the  district.  'I’he  e})ideniic  then 
began  to  decline,  although  fresh  cases  continued  t(j  occur  during  the 
next  four  months.  During  the  last  few  months  the  district  has  heen 
almost  free.  As  this  disease  affects  chiefly  children  under  school  age, 
it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  exact  number  attacked  without 
making  it  notifiable  or  visiting  eveiw  house  affected  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood.  The  (piestion  of  notification  was  considered  by  the 
Health  Committee,  but  it  was  decided  that  the  advantages  were  not 
sufficiently  obvious,  and  the  difficulties  of  enforcement  too  great  in 
the  present  state  of  opinion  regarding  the  disease.  Five  deaths 
occurred  from  it,  all  of  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Whooping  Cough. — A  large  number  of  cases  were  reported  to 
me,  and  during  March,  April,  i\lay,  and  .Inne  it  was  very  prevalent. 
It  persisted  during  the  next  four  months,  though  not  to  so  great  an 
extent.  During  the  last  two  months  the  cases  have  been  i-ompara- 
tively  few.  With  its  complications  it  was  the  cause  of  9  deaths,  all  of 
children  under  five  years. 

Chicken  pox. — This  has  not  been  notifiable,  and  has  not 
a[)[)eared  to  be  nearly  so  prevalent  as  in  the  j)revions  year. 

Diarrhoea. — 'I’his  was  prevalent  to  a  slight  extent  in  August  and 
Se[)tember,  and  w.as  the  cause  of  7  deaths,  all  of  ehildreu  under  five 
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years  of  age.  Ilaiidhills  woia'  issiu'd  ealling  altcidion  lo  tlic  dangei's 
and  tlie  means  of  |>r('vent ion,  and  diarrlima  mixlnre  was  supplied  at 
the  (’onneil  Ollices  tdi-  urgent,  eases. 

It  was  resolved  to  snp[)ly  linio  and  hrnslies  for  lime-washing  at  a 
nominal  ch.arge. 

Anthrax. — d’wo  eases  of  this  rare  disease,  which  is  occasionally 
I'ommnnieated  from  animals  to  man,  occnriXMl  in  the  district.  One 
ease  proved  fatal  ;  one  was  taken  to  hospital  and  reccnered. 

'I'he  disease  is  very  iid'ections  in  cattle,  and  the  whole  of  the 
premises  wa-re  thoroughly  disinfected  hy  the  County  I’olice  authoi'ities 
and  the  Council's  men.  The  animal  which  had  been  slanghtei’cd,  and 
from  which  the  cases  were  inoculated,  was  sold  to  a  butcher,  and  hy 
him  retaile<l  to  his  customers.  I’oi'tnnately  no  evil  residts  occnri-ed, 
thcntgli  great  alai'in  was  aroused.  The  tongue  of  the  beast  was  seizdl, 
examined,  and  was  found  to  contain  lixing  anthrax  bacilli  ;  and  a 
prosecution  was  instituted  against  the  butcher  by  the  Council  under 
the  Tidilic  Health  Act  Sections  IIG  and  117,  with  the  result  that  he 
was  fined  iilO  and  costs.  A  special  rejiort  was  p)resented  to  the 
Council  on  the  w  hole  case,  and  cup)ies  of  it  were  foiwvardeil  to  the  Local 
Government  Hoard  and  the  County  Council. 

The  incident  gave  me  a  great  deal  of  trovd)le  and  anxiety  for  a 
time,  and  was  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  a  large  number  of  sanitary 
authorities  and  others. 

This  case  is  an  illustration  of  tlie  dangers  wdneh  may  arise  from 
the  practice  of  slaughtering  animals  on  premises  wdiich  are  not  regis¬ 
tered  and  systematically  inspected. 

Epidemic  Influenza. — 'I'lns  disease  was  prevalent  to  a  slight 
extent,  and  one  death  was  due  to  it. 

Phthisis.  Lour  cases  were  notilied  dining  llu'  year;  of  these 
one  terminateil  fatally.  In  addition,  LI  other  deaths  were  registered, 
making  a  total  of  L'^.  'I'lu'  phthisis  death-rate,  I'Ll,  is  higher  than 
those  of  the  last  live  years. 

In  9  cases  a  bacteriologieid  i‘xandnat  ion  of  tlu'  sputum  was  made; 
3  gave  atlirmali\’e,  •>  negative  results.  In  the  eases  notilied,  forms  of 
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instructions  were  left  at  the  house  and  advdee  u'ivcn.  In  many  of  tlic 
cases  disinfection  was  carried  out  after  tlie  termination  of  the  case. 
1  regret  to  say  that  notiticiition,  which  is  voluntary,  was  made  in  a 
veiw  small  jiroportion  of  tlie  cases  ;  in  fact,  the  smallest  since  it  was 
adopted.  As  every  precaution  is  taken  to  avoid  interference  with  or 
to  cause  alarm  to  the  patient,  1  am  disappointed  with  the  small 
number.  I  trust,  however,  that  the  medical  men  in  attendance  will 
see  their  way  to  notify,  and  in  every  case  to  .advise  disinfection  of  all 
premises  which  have  been  occupied  by  tliese  cases,  and  thus  co-operate 
in  our  measures  to  reduce  tbe  incidence  of  this  disease. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  District  was  .almost  free  from  any 
infections  disease.

SANITARY  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 


This  work  has  been  c.ai'ried  on  systematically  throughout  tlie  year 
in  every  de^iartment,  and  all  the  vaiaous  branches  of  public  health 
work  have  received  due  attention. 

'I’he  Sanitary  Inspector,  .Mr.  .1.  L.  Ijord,  has  ins^iectcd  the  District 
regularly,  and  visited  every  nuisance;  in  all  serious  cases  and  in  all 
that  came  before  your  He.alth  Committee  I  visited  personally,  and 
during  the  year  the  Health  Committee  made  a  numlier  of  tours  of 
inspection  with  very  satisfactory  and  practical  i-esults. 

'I’he  Sanitary  Inspector  lias  drawn  up  a  report  giving  the  details 
of  this  woi'k,  and  showing  its  amount  and  variety,  and  this  I  have 
included  for  your  consideration.  It  shows  a  considerable  increase  in 
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the  ;uiiniiiit  of  work  iloiie  with  res]H‘ct  to  nuisances,  anh  csperially  in 
lliat  of  the  t'h'ansine'  I  >('|iartnient. 

Of  the  ()7o  nnisanees  dealt  with  most  were  ,ah;itcd  li_v  sitn])ly 
ealline:  attention  to  them  without  formal  notice;  in  112  eases  [ire- 
liminaiw  notices  weia'  written  ;  in  79  Icyal  notices  were  served  ;  and 
in  only  7  was  it  aetnally  necessary  to  talti’  ley;al  ]ir()ceediite,'s  in  court, 
and  in  each  ease  with  a  siitisfactory  result,  tis  shown  in  thi'  list 
following  :  —

t’ertain  features  of  the  saidttiry  work  ixapiire  notice,  and  will  be 
considered  under  separate  heads. 

Water  Supply. --’I'his  is  snpplieil  by  the  Manchester  t'orpor.a- 
tion,  atid  is  usually  snlileieid  and  satisfactory.  ()winy  to  the 
proloiie'isl  droiie'ht  the  snppl\'  was  eurtaih-d  for  a  considerabh' 
period,  but  the  (piality  kept  yood,  and  no  eom|ilaints  were  made  <if 
its  eon<lition. 

I'uriug  the  ye.ar  stejis  have  been  taloai  to  supply  a  farm  and  two 


cottii^'es  with  water  from  Stockport  Corporati(jii.  Tliei'c  will  only 
remain  two  cottages  supplied  with  well  water. 

Streams. — These  are  gradually  being  cnl verted  over.  Nuisance 
was  caused  by  manufacturers’  refuse,  and  in  two  cases  drains  were 
found  to  enter.  These  were  abated  on  notice. 

Privies,  Ashpits,  and  Water  Closets. — Many  of  the  midden 
privies  in  the  district  continue  to  be  a  prolific  source  of  nuisance  and 
cause  of  complaint  owing  to  water  lying  stagnant  in  them,  causing 
excessive  decomposition  and  fonl  smells,  and  in  many  places  they 
are  closely  adjacent  to  the  dwellings.  On  complaint  1  inspect  them 
personall}",  and  only  if  satisfied  they  are  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  health 
do  I  recommend  conversion  to  water-closets. 

In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  apply  for  a  magistrate’s  order, 
with  a  successful  result.  133  were  converted  to  water  closets  and  11 
were  abolished. 

Owing  to  iidierent  faults  in  their  construction  and  arrangement  a 
number  of  waste-water  closets  have  become  a  recurring  cause  of 
nuisance,  and  nine  liave  been  converted. 

Water-closets  have  in  a  few  cases  been  a  soui'ce  of  nuisance  from 
faulty  connections  or  by  becoming  blocked  up,  chietly  owing  to 
carelessness. 

Sewerage. — The  system  on  the  whole  works  satisfactorily,  but 
at  times  temi)orary  blockage  has  been  caused,  giving  rise  to  smells 
and  creating  a  nuisance.  There  were  many  complaints  during  the 
dry  weather,  as  tlushing  was  necessarily  stopped  for  the  time. 
Various  measures  have  been  considered  to  abate  thi.s,  without  much 
])ractical  result  ;  hut  owing  to  representations  of  the  Health  (.'oni- 
mittee,  the  Withington  t’ouncil  have  opened  their  ventilating  grids, 
and  this  has  caused  an  im[)rovement. 

.Much  of  the  old  drainage  is  defective,  and  has  reipiired 
alteration  and  relajdng.  170  drains  were  thus  dealt  with,  ’fhe 
sewage  is  treated  at  the  Withington  Sewage  Works. 

Disposal  of  Refuse.  'I'he  bulk  of  this  has  been  consumed  in 
the  tlestructoi',  but  a  i)art  of  the  wet  refuse  has  been  deposited  on 


tips.  It  is  oxpiH'loil  that  \V('  shall  imw  lu'  ahla  to  consume  the  wliole 
of  it  in  till'  (lostruetor. 

Maiuiro  pits  liave  lieen  a  source  i)f  tnu(;h  nuisance,  and  special 
attention  has  heen  p'iven  to  them.  It  has  been  decided  to  prescribe 
a  certain  form  of  construction  and  size.  House  refuse  has  been 
removed  l)y  the  Councirs  men  ree;nlarly  and  systematically. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — The  number  of  laree  works  is  not  orc'at, 
so  theie  arc  not  many  larye  chimneys.  Only  a  few  obserx'ations  were 
made.  It  was  resolved  to  reduce  the  time  limit  for  the  emission  of 
dense  black  smoke  from  ten  to  six  minutes  pi'r  hour,  and  lettci's  were 
written  to  nine  manufacturers  inforjuinp;  them  of  the  alteration 

Offensive  Trades. — There  a7X'  none  in  the  district. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — There  are  21  fac'^ories  in  the 
district,  many  of  them  small,  with  few  hands;  several  large,  cmploving 
from  -nO  to  400.  The  sanitary  conveniences  are  kept  satisfactorily. 

The  workshops  numhei'  40,  and  are  mostly  stnall,  with  few 
employees.  The  number  of  outworkers  reported  was  2.4. 

There  are  2-0  bakehouses,  many  of  them  small.  Two  underground 
bakehouses  have  been  closed,  and  one  certificate  was  granted  after 
alteration. 

The  workshops  and  bakehouses  have  been  inspected  periodical! v, 
and  are  kept  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition.

in''tanc('  olistnictcd  ;  proceed in^'s  were  taken,  and  a  penalty  of  £2  and 
t-osls  intlieted. 

Slaughter-hotises.  -'rhesc,  d  in  iuunl)er,  liave  lieeii  la'^idaily 
inspeeted,  and  have'  heen  kept  sat isfaetorily. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. — Tlic  cowsheds,  8  in 
nnnd)er,  have  heen  fivapiently  inspeete<l  ;  tliey  have  heen  kept  fairly 
clean,  and  attention  to  proper  ventilation  has  l)een  more  strictly 
enforced,  as  well  as  the  pi’ovision  of  the  proper  air  space,  800  enhic 
feet  for  each  cow.  It  is  still  ililtienlt  to  secure  that  cleanliness  of  the 
cattle  themselves  and  of  the  milkers  that  is  needeil,  and  constant 
inspection  and  insistence  is  reipiired.  A  ease  of  anthrax  occurred  in 
one  cowshed,  and  a  most  thorough  and  eom[)letc  disinfection  was 
carried  out  by  the  Conniy  Police  authorities.  At  the  same  time  we 
had  the  channels  relaid  with  concrete,  similar  to  the  other  cowsheds. 

'I'liere  are  .‘14  milkshops  and  dairies.  'I’liey  have  heen  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  eomlition. 

House  Accommodation,  -'this  is  satisfactory  both  in  quantity 
and  (|uality,  the  majority  of  the  houses  havin';’ been  built  within  recent 
years.  One  house  was  eh.)sed  by  the  owiu'r  after  being  declared  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  ( ivererowdino  was  repen’ted  in  two  eases,  and 
was  abateil  ;  o  dirty  hon-'cs  were  onlered  to  be  eleaneil  ami  lime- 
washed. 

It  is  in  great  measure  owing  to  the  support  and  co-operation  I 
have  consistently  receiveil  from  your  Health  Committee  that  1  am 
able  to  place  before  yon  such  a  full  and  satisfactory  report  on  your 
district.

In  this  work  I  luive  received  nmch  assisttiuce  from  the  two  ciindidates 
for  the  .s.-ndtiiry  Institute’s  C'ertiticate,  to  whom  you  oi-anted  permis¬ 
sion  to  aceomp.any  me  during  my  inspections.  1  have  given  them 
every  opportunity  in  my  power  to  obtain  a  really  practical  experience 
of  an  Inspector's  w(n-k,  and  I  may  say  they  were  both  successful  in 
their  examinations.  <  hie  of  them  now  holds  the  [losition  of  .Sanitarv 
Inspector  in  the  IJorough  of  llamsgate.  .A  great  deal  of  work  rem.ains 
to  be  (lone  in  the  district,  and  the  [iressure  of  work  at  tfmes  makes 
assistance  a  necessity.  Constant  supervision  has  been  maintained  of 
the  works  in  progi'ess  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances;  and  the  visits 
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to  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  and  their  removal  to  liospital,  liave  ])ecn 
treated  as  matters  of  pi'imary  importance  and  urgency.

Mvery  person  within  our  district  who  had  been  in  “contact”  with  a 
case  of  smallpox  was  visited  three  times  i)er  week  until  the  expiration 
of  at  least  12  days  from  the  removal  of  the  case  to  hospital.  This 
caused  94  visits  to  be  paid,  in  addition  to  33  visits  necessary  for  the 
insjjection,  removal,  and  disinfection  in  connection  with  the  case 
itself. 

The  steam  disinfector  has  been  of  great  service  during  the  year, 
471  articles  of  bedding  and  wearing  apparel  having  been  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  its  use.  The  bedding  van,  too,  has  been  very  useful  in 
the  conveyance  of  infected  bedding  to  and  from  the  disinfector.
